With regard to claim 19, the prior art of record fails to anticipate or make obvious 
a method comprising: "assigning a number to each of the local ... interfaces of the 
router wherein each of the assigned numbers is local to the router; 

grouping the local ... interfaces of the router into connectivity classes using local 
connectivity information; 

encoding information identifying tlie assigned numbers [to tiie local interfaces] 
and the [respective] connectivity classes into a link state packet; ..." (with emphasis). 

At the time of the invention that dates back to July 6, 1998, the grouping of 
interfaces into connectivity classes is known in the art. However, the use of link state 
packet, the term "link state packet" as known in the art, and not otherwise broadly 
interpreted as any packet that reports connection status, to transmit information 
regarding the relationship between the assigned numbers of the local interfaces and the 
grouping of these numbers into connectivity classes, is not known in the art.
